Another  n amber  will  complete  the  third 
volume  of  the  Gazette  Oar  labors  to 
maka  it  worthy  and  acceptable  have  been 
better  appreciated  than  our  own  distrust 
permitted  on  to  expect.  We  have  been 
greeted  with  many  kind  words  of  approral 
and  frequent  acta  of  encouragement  and 
support-  New  subscriptions  bare  aug¬ 
mented  oar  lists  every  week,  and  new  ad¬ 
vertisements  from  unexpected  quarters 
have  aoogbt  to  reaob  the  public  through 
our  columns 
And  now  that  the  Osama  baa  become 
one  of  the  settled  institution*  of  these 
towns,  and  in  fact  of  Essex  County,  we 
feel  impelled  to  vindicate  its  history  from 
the  ill-founded  aspersions  by  which  an  ad 
vorsary  with  mil  intent  has  aimed  to  dam 
age  ita  fame  and  retard  its  prosperity.  We 
confine  ouraeivee  to  a  tew  brief  statements 
of  tacts  which  we  know,  as  they  are  of 
our  own  personal  history. 

In  1873,  after  a  pre-consideration  oi  sev¬ 
eral  months  and  an  occasional  conference 
with  different  citizens,  we  decided  to  atari, 
as  an  experiment,  a  newspaper  in  Bloom¬ 
field.  Aa  it  could  not  be  cXDected  to  pay 
expensea  at  first,  we  submitted  a  condi¬ 
tional  propoaM  to  certain  citizens,  that,  if 
a  sufficient  number  would  contribute  ten 
dollars  each  to  the  enterprise  we  would 
engage  to  publish  a  paper  once  a  fortnight 
for  aix  months,  by  which  time  we  hoped 
the  need  and  benefit  of  a  local  journal  here 
would  be  sufficiently  manifest  to  render 
the  permanent  establishment  of  itrposaible. 
Though  a  number  who  subscribed  never 
paid  the  ten  dollars,  still  something  over 
four  hundred  dollars  waa  realized.  This, 
with  the  fifty  cent  sabacriptions  and  the 
sums  derived  from  the  paying  advertise¬ 
ments,  carried  our  paper  through  the 
promised  experiment  without  pecuniary 
loss  to  us.  But  it  tear  alee  without  remu¬ 
neration  for  our  cervices  as  editor  and  pub¬ 
lishers ,  toe  hating  spent  the  entire  income  on 
the  paper  ae  tee  had  intended  to  do  from  the 
tint. 

We  make  this  statement  emphatic  be¬ 
cause  insinuation  have  been  made  that  we 
made  money  from  that  experimental  issue 
of  the  Gazbttk.  The  cost  of  getting  up 
the  paper  at  that  time  was~  considerably 
greater  than  it  has  been  since.  We  pub¬ 
lished  from  1,500  to  2,500  copies  at  each 
issue,  making  an  average  of  1,750  copi 
for  tlie  whole  time,  distributing  gratui¬ 
tously  those  which  were  not  paid-for  where 
they  would  do  moat  good  to  the  credit  of 
eur  town  and  to  the  interest  of  our  adver¬ 
tisers. 

Saving  anticipated  the  tune  for  the  end¬ 
ing  of  the  experimental  period,  by  publish¬ 
ing  the  last  few  numbers  of  the  first  vol 
utne  weekly  instead  of  fortnightly,  we  de 
layed  the  commencement  of  the  second 
volume  four  weeks,  to  see  what  develop¬ 
ments  would  appear  from  an  attempt  so  set 
afloet  another  paper  in  our  village.  It  be¬ 
came  immediately  obvious  that  that  paper, 
however  it  might  satisfy  the  tastes  and  as¬ 
pirations  of  a  limited  claw  of  citizena  in 
the  town,  it  would  hardly  supply  the 
felt-want  of  oar  growing,  progressive  and 
cultured  village,  nor  ever  gain  a  foot-hold 
in  Montclair.  Hence,  we  determined,  with 
the  advice  of  number*  of  our  first  citizens, 
to  continue  tbe  G>  zkttb.  We  sccordingly 
issued  the  first  number  of  tbe  second 
volume  in  February,  1678  publishing  2,000 
copies  several  weeks,  1,750,  1,625  and  I,- 
500  copies  during  most  ol  the  year  and  at 
no  time  leas  than  1,250  copies. 

During  the  present  year,  by  curtailing 
our  gratnitoua  distribution  part  of  tbe 
time,  our  circulation  has  averaged  only 
about  1,100,  frequently  being  1,250,  and  at 
no  timo  lew  chan  1,000  copies. 

lut  whole  time  and  oar  beat  efforts  have 
keen  devoted  with  fidelity  and  impartial 
ity  to  the  trua  interests  of  Bloomfield  and 
Montclair,  which  all  admit,  have  been 
aentlally  promoted  by  our  honeat,  indi 
pendent,  untiring  labors. 

We  ahali  continue  as  hitherto,  but  with 
the  advantage  of  longer  experience  and 
greater  facilities,  to  supply  to  thess  towns 
tbs  Bxjuuday  Qstirrs  filled  as  we  hope 
with  attractive  locals,  and  entertaining  and 
Instructive  general  reading  and  valuable 
discussions.  k

The  few  remarks  we  made  last  week  has 
brought  out  a  correspondent  whose  name, 
if  we  were  at  liberty  to  give  it,  would  add 
great  weight  to  his  sound  counsels. 

His  interesting  letter  In  another  column 
\  will  doubtleta  be  re*4  and  pondered  by 
our  citizens  generally. 

It  baa  lieen  a  matter  of  unbounded  sur¬ 
prise  that  thia  fine  old  village  should  con¬ 
sent  to  remain  ae  long  without  a  Public 
Hull  and  a  Pres  Library,  and  allow  Mont¬ 
clair,  Oiauge  and  other  towns  to  get  ahead 
ot  us  in  this  respect.  How  can  we  ex¬ 
pect  oar  young  people  to  be  satisfied  at 
home  if  we  do  not  furnish  the  necessary 
accommodations  for  suitable  public  enter¬ 
tainments  I  The  same  reasons  that  ar* 
urged  for  parents  to  make  home  pleasing 
and  happy  are  even  more  urgent  for  ren¬ 
dering  our  village  attractive  and  inviting. 

Every  town  should  have  its  capacious 
Hall  where  eminent  lecturers,  celebrated 
artists,  skilled  musicians  and  other  modes 
ol  culture  and  entertainment  may  be  suit¬ 
ably  provided  for*. 

We  have,  at  length,  such  a  noble  ball 
planned  and  well. begun.  A  hall  thst, 
when  completed,  will  extort  the  frequent 
exclamation,  how  could  Bloomfield  exist 
so  long  without  it  I  Its  completion  will 
not  fail  to  give  an  impetus  to  other  benefi 
cial  institutions  and  enterprises.  >  The 
Library,  which  gave  the  soul  to  tbe  hall 
building,  will  itaelf  derive  from  that  edi¬ 
fice,  development,  vitality  aud  power  for 
osefnineaa.  When  the  repoeitory  is  prepar 
ed,  thonsands  of*  valuable  dust  covered 
tomes,  shaking  off  tbeir  repulsive  encum 
lirance  will  hasten  to  adorn  its  shelves  and 
invite  inquirers  alter  knowledge  to  ite 
alcoves.

Nothing  else  waa  done  of  any  consequence 
at  that  time,  end  tbe  U  ard  seemed  to  have 
exhausted  it*  corporate  energies.  Many  of 
tbe  subscriber*  began  to  think  that  the 
subject  bad  lost  its  interest  and  that  the 
enterprise  might  prov*  a  failure.  Realis¬ 
ing  that  the  controlling  board  waa  either 
too  tardy  or  too  conservative,  at  the  last 
annual  election  the  aubecribera  manifested 
their  views  by  changing  tbe  board,  nut 
wholly,  but  in  part,  and  then  passed  a 
resolution  directing  the  newly  elected 
board  to  proceed  without  delay  to  do 
something  in  the  way  of  work  and  pio 
grass. 

Tbe  new  board  on  ssaumlng  the  duties, 
discovered  that  the  panic  and  other  causes 
bad  shrunk  lbs  subscriptions  and  that  fur¬ 
ther  application  to  others  for  assistance 
would  hardly  be  successful  until  tbe  board 
displayed  signs  of  greater  activity  than 
had  been  shown  heretofore.

AU  this  work,  chiefly  accomplished  siuce 
June  last,  entitles  the  new  board  to  aorue 
credit,  and  I  ieel  it  to  be  tbe  duty  of  our 
citizena  to  aid  them  in  every  possible 
manner.  Every  progressive  movement 
baa  its  friends,  aud  also  its  enemies.  There 
are  those  who  covertly  throw  obstacles 
and  discouragement*  in  the  way ;  others 
injure  the  cause  by  faint  praise.

All  thia  talk 
is  only  calculated  to  create  an  atmoaphere 
of  prejudice  and  distrust  to  the  damage 
of  the  undertaking.  I  earnestly  bops;  lor 
tbe  credit  of  this  towu  and  the  success  of 
the  Hall,  that  those  who  have  noble  aspire 
tioaa  will  come  to  the  front  and  help  the 
work.  Don’t  let  generous  impulses  be 
smothered  and  intended  words  ot  encour 
inent  be  nipped  in  the  bud,  but  let  us  all 
set  an  example  to  do  good  to  ourselves  and 
to  our  posterity.  While  some  persona  may 
think  that  the  board  has  been  going  a  lit¬ 
tle  too  fast,  others  think  there  is  every  in 
centive,  all  thingi  considered,  for  our  citi¬ 
zens  to  show  increased  seal  by  bestowing 
more  aid  and  sympathy  in  tba  movement.
